The eee? recently instituted a voluntary 
activity fund. This activity fund is designed to supple- 
ment the budgets of deserving school organizations for 
otherwise impossible activities, The fund will be 
distributed as equally as possible among the various 
deserving school organizations, A committee consisting 


-of students as well as teachers oversees this fund. 


Needy school organizations will submit proposals 
requesting funds for special activities to the committee, 
Decisions concerning distribution of funds will be made 
by this committee on the basis of need of the organiza=- 
tions and the merit of the proposals, 

Many worthy school organizations receive little or 
no School Department funding because of recent costly 
innovations, In order for these organizations to con-= 
tinue, funding must be acquired, Properly budgeted, 
these activities will help B.L.S. retain its out- 
standing extracurricular activity record, A good 
example of an organization that could be helped 
tremendously by the activity fund is the football team, 
Recently the football budget was drastically cut back 
from the level needed to keep our team competitive 
against tough opponents, Equipment is subjected to a 
good deal of punishment, necessitating replacement, 

The equipment required for interscholastic competition 
is not as inexpensive as that used in sandlot play. 
Thus the price of maintaining a competitive team is not 


~ so low as the School Department wishes it to be, 


Football, however, - is by no means the only organ=- 


worthy organization incurring an expense too great to 
bear alone could conceivably receive financial support. 
~This includes clubs from Debating to Sailing and. 
expenses such as registration fees and equipment, 

While few students would refute the football 
team's need of funds, many would balk at contributing 
to certain other prospective recipients of funds, No 
guarantee is provided that all organizations will 
receive money, Each request for funding will be 
carefully reviewed and any money awarded will be 
awarded because of a demonstrated and sufficiently 
constructive purpose. 

Teachers have been asked to solicit from students 
a contribution of up to $5,00 for the activity fund. 
Although for some this seems an overly painful con= 
tribution, students should be able to make some con=- 
tribution, ‘Going without a few desserts at lunch 
will not tax anyone physically, but will help the 
school. Some teachers are zealous in their solicita- 
tions, others languid, Students should give to help 
the school, not to comply with a teacher's request 
or lack thereof,

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The U.S, Supreme Court is faced 
with one of its most difficult deci- 
sions in history, The results of 
this decision will, directly or in- 
directly, affect everyone in the 
U.S, Ultimately, this decision, if 
awarded to Bakke, will most likely 
signal the end of Affirmative Action 
as we know it, Subsequently, dat

Following is a brief summary 
of Bakke's case: Allan Bakke is a 
white citizen who was denied ad- 
mission to a California medical 
school which reserved 16 of 100 
places for members of certain ap- 
proved minorities, He was ex- 
cluded despite the fact that, by 
the school's criteria, he was sub- 
stantially better qualified than 
many of the successful minority 
candidates, California's Supreme 
Court held that the school's dis- 
crimination against Bakke violated 
the 14th Amendment's guarantee of 

“equal protection under the laws." 
Bakke's opponents understand that

Congratulations! once again man proves he dees 
not know what is best for him, With a plurality of 
about 300 votes, the Open Government becomes the form 
of student representation for an undetermined period 
of time, A not so nice word for all this is anarchy, 
an inefficient, disorderly, state of chaos. 

How inefficient? The elective sheet states "a 
meeting will be convened by October 12" and, also, 
“the open government should hold a second meeting by 
October 20." The first meeting was finally held on the 
28th, That's how inefficient it really is. 

Disorderly? Referring back to the elective sheet 
again, it states “open government will consist of any 
members of the student body who desire to join," It 
is general practice to have voting members listed on a 
roster, yet this cannot be achieved presently. But, 
more important to the function of the council, are 
its racial/ethnic caucuses, A controversy here is 
majority and minority. The balance of power could be 
upset on any given day just by attendance, Leading to 
control by a minority. To an intelligent person this 
reads DANGER, To a reactionary activist this reads 
OPPORTUNITY, 

‘State of chaos? Another-problem likely to arise 
is that of minimal attendance, If that happens, and 
continues to happen, the council will inevitably die. 
Whether you realize it or not, the Student Council is 
a worthy and responsible organization, a pillar of 
democracy and backbone of student participation in 
school affairs, : 

Since Open Government has won, we propose that — 
certain requirements and qualifications for voting be 
instituted, The voting members of the council should 
be students who have demonstrated their dedication 
to student government by attending at least five 
meetings, Until a sufficient number of students will 
have attained this status, all students should be 
allowed to vote, 
have convened and established committees consisting 
of other voting members, the student body would be 
expected to relinquish the vote, To insure adequate 
representation, the process of gaining voting member- 
ship would be ongoing. It would thus exclude students 
not serious about the Student Council from voting. 
This process would also eliminate the problems of 
racial/ethnic balance, as participation is equally 
available to students of all races, f 

The membership of the Student Council should be 
regulated by an adequate barometer of their concern 
for student government. Such measure could be removal 
from voting status after failing to attend three con- 
secutive meetings, This would insure concerned 
councilors and also would eliminate members who will 
have’ lost interest, ; ;
